ATOMS AND MEN 
They are saying now that the power or the 
atomic bomb Is eo lerrible that men will no 
longer dare to wage war. That would be com- 
rortlng to believe. But they were saying thi 
same thing about the bomber airplane only 
seven years ago. They probably made the 
! same prediction when gunpowder was first 

used In battle. 
I The (act remalni that no weapon, however 
I terrible, has over curbed war-making. And 
some of the best human minds down through 
the centuries have devoted much ol their 
talent and energy to creating more elaborate 
and etiiclent methods of bringing quick and 
widespread death to their brothers. 

Now the scientists of America, In a fan- 
tastic race with tho scientists of their ene- 
mies, have perfected tho most horrifying 
agent ot death the world has ever known. In 
"doing so they have probed another secret of 
i the universe. Thoy have taken the motivating 
I energy ot life upon this planet and, without 
being able to explain it, have harnessed and 
tiscd It. 

The explosion ot the first atomic bomb was 
no more shntterlnE than the announcement 
of Its existence. The employment of atomic 
energy, surely one ot the great sclentirio 
achievements of all time, promises incalcul- 
able changes In history and human life. Yet 
is man ready to be trusted with the fruit ol 
his own scientific wisdom? 

Hla record to date Is not good. Too often the 
grsat scientific leader has been followed by 
atupld men and vicious men who have cheap- 
ened and perverted the gift of his discoveries. 
It might be better It men would devote their 
energies for a few years to raising their mor^ 
nl and ethical stature to the point where they 
couid employ their present sclentltlc ad- 
.vancement decently and wisely, rather than 
devising more sources of power which. Ip the 
wrong hands, are sources of cataclysmic mur- 
der. 

It may be right, by the rules of war, for us 
to visit this cataclysmic death upon a cruel 
and guUty enemy. But what Is to be done with 
this new weapon In the future? 

At present the weapon la a secret known 
only, to a few persona In tbla country and 
Britain. It Is a product of two nations which 
genuinely love and want peace — a fact for 
which the world may well thanfc Ood. It 
might be well If they kept that secret and 
guarded it with desperate vigilance until the 
rest of the world has shown Itself fit to share 
Jt. 

It la more Important that the United Na^ 
tlons organlatlon prevent future war than 
that we run our ships and airplanes by atomic 
energy Instead of steam and gasoline. It Is 
more important that the world keep tho 
peace through sincere desire and friendly ef- 
lort than through fear of another war's de- 
atnictton. For the effort, though never yet 
honestly made. Is the world's only hope. And 
the fear has never prevented war, and never 
will.
